He listed the 
case as suicide. 


Mr. Elliott had been in ill health 


a number of years and had previous- 
ly threatened to lake his life, Cor- 
ner Weaver said. 


The investigation showed that El- 


liott walked into his front yard and 
shot himself with a .,'i8 calibre pis- 
tol. The bullet entered the right tem- 
ple. Death was in.sUmtanous. 


Cornor Weaver announced that 


one-ounce chloroform bottle was also 
found beside the body of Elliott. Thc 
bottle was empty. 


Mrs. Elliott was in the dining room 


of her home when she heard Ihe re- 
port of Ihe pistol, and on investi- 
gation found her husband lying on 
the ground, dead. 


Mr. Elliotl had been a resident of 


the Holly Grove community several 
years.

WASHINGTON—The only way a 


ship can detect mines is to strike one— 
and then it's too late. 


Considered deadliest of naval wea- 


pons, the mine carries 100 to 500 pounds 
of high explosives and will sink a ship 
almost instantly. 
It is almost im- 


possible for a ship to travel any dis- 
tance through a mine field. 


Mines are anchored five to 20 feel 


below Ihe surface. 


Thc average mine is about four feel 


in diameter. 
It costs thousands of 


dollars, although generally less than 
the $8000 for a torpedo. 


Mines usually are loaded with TNT 


and cordite because they give a"n "in- 
tense" explosion, but ordinary gun- 
cotton smclimes is used. 


M.sl mines arc self-acling-the col- 


lision between ship and mines set off 
the charge. 
In such mines either a 


lever or a scries of pins Sets off the 
charge. 
They are operated cither 


mechanically or electrically. 


In tire lever type, the case is cylin- 


rical, with the lever coming off the 
great ball at t. tangent. 
When a ship 


strikes the mine, the lever drives the 
firing pin against (he primer. The pin

Universe so Vast 


It Baffles Radio 


Radio Message That Got 


to Center Might Never 


Get Back

NEW YORK — How big is the uni- 


verse'.' Thc answer is, according lo 
what telescopes now see as fact, so 
big that a radio message could not 
be sent across it and back again. 


This idea of making Ihe vastness 


comprehensible was figured out by 
Sir Arthur Eddington, one of Bri- 
tain's foremost astronomers. 


Thc 200-inch telescope, 
which 
is 


expected to see nebulae, which are 
huge collections of stars, 950 million 
light years away from earth. A light 
year is the distance light goes in 
one year ;il 186,000 miles a second. 


A radio message travels at light's 


.speed. But 
when 
it had 
(ravelled 


950 million years the message would 
.still not be even near Ihc nebula. 
This is because the universe is ex- 
panding. Al Hie end 
<>[ y. 
r)0 million 


years the nebula would have travelled 
620 million light years farther away. 


Hence the radio message would not 


arrive until 1!)00 million years after 
leaving earth. It could not get back 
in 
IflOO million years, however, 
be- 


cause the expansion, which grows 
more rapid all the time, would keep 
the earth moving ahead of the radl 
message at almost Ihe speed of the 
message itself. 


Cut after countless mi/lions of years. 


Sir Arthur figures, this message would 
overtake the earth. 


A message scnl to any nebula be- 


yond 950 million light years distance, 
he say:;, would never get back. So the 
new telescope is likely to see Ihc 
limit to which a message can be sent.

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Business Takes Large Grain of Salt With Boom 


Encouraging indeed is the marked tendency of the business world to take 


with a large grain of salt the upsurge of business due directly and indirectly to 
the European -war. 


Coining just when it did, the upsurge was welcome, and the prospect of 


profitable business is pleasant to many firms who for the past two years have 
been operating in the red. 


Bill there is very little of the wild hullabaloo that greeted the "war 


boom" of 1915- and 1916. Like everything else, the business situation is different. 
And like everybody else, business men learned something last time. 


.It;is entirely possible that direct war business may not be nearly as great 


fhis time, as last, even if the arms embargo should be repealed. In the first 
place, the British, and French are 'much better equipped to supply themselves. 
They have had a year's clear warning, and the horrible shortage of shells and 
-,vnr materials which so hurt the British in 1914 is unlikely this time. Instead 
of three important arms plants in Britain, as in 1914, there are hundreds today. 
The French, whose best industrial territory was immediately taken from them 
in 1914, do hot 'face this handicap today. Such buying as these countries do in 
the United States will be organized and centralized this time, not wildly 
competitive. 


In fact, such' uplift as business has seen thus far is only to a small extent 


attributable directly to war buying. Most of it has come from the stimulus 
which war conditions gave to domestic buying, from our own arms program, 
and from orders shunted to the United States from countries cut off from 
Europe. 


Steel production at above 84 per cent of production may not hold that pace 


being apparently far ahead of consumption. Farm corrtmodity prices are up 
but still far below parity. Railway earnings for August show that marked im- 
provement in that field had begun before the war broke. Chilean, Brazilian 
and Portuguese railway equipment orders in prospect are war business only in- 
directly. So -are other orders from neutrals. 


The most hopeful side of this "war boomlet" is the restrained way in 


Which business leaders are facing it. Repeated warnings have come from 
many of theM against overoptimism, overspleculation, overexpansion 
- 
Quick, excessive profits will only be taken away by taxation, 'whereas if 


such profit margins are turned as far as possible into cheapened prices lead- 
ing to an expanded domestic market, the gains made may be solidified and 
made a bulwark for the future when contraction follows abnormal war con- 
ditions, This policy is no theory urged by impractical dreamers, but a sound 
statesmanlike course put forward by such pragmatists as the American Bank- 
ers Aso 
ers Association. 


Such uplift as war conditions bring to business -must be regarded not as 


something^ in itself, but simply as a chance to reduce unemployment and the 
relief burden, to get budgets back on a sounder basis and" 
splidly to our feet.

ty in the transferring of blood de-t 
pends on getting blood that, is com-' 
patlble. TTils means that the blood 
of the donor will not coagulate or dis- 
solve the Wood cells of the person 
who receives the blood. 


As soon as these limitations were 


established, more attention wns giv- 
en to developing technic for trans- 
ferring blood. It wns found that a 
chemical substance called sodium cir- j 
trnte would prevent blood from clot-! 
ting. 
i 


This greatly simplified tin- problem i 


so that today many syringes, two-way j 
valves mid similar devices are avail- j 
able fpr transferring blood from one ] 
person to another. 


Nothing is gained ,by transferring 


blood from an animal into man ami, 
in fact, the process itself is dangerous. 
There is, however, inucli to be gained 
by transferring the blood from out' 
human being to another. 


At 
first commercial organizations 


were set up to provide people who I 
wanted to make a little extra 
by giving blood. Th 
giving blood. The price for a pint 
of blood varied from nothing at all 
in case the donor was charitably 
minded to as much as $50 to S100. 


It soon became apparent that tin-; 


was a poor system because there was 
no adequate control of the health of 
those who gave tho blood. Bureaus 
began exploting the donors, paying 
them certain amounts for giving their 
Llood but getting the money back by 
charges for board, room and cloth- 
ing. 


In 1929 physicians in New York de- 


veloped the Blood Transfusion Ret-1 
terment Association. Since that time' 
a registry has been maintained for i 
donors of blood. 
> 


Donors are examined physically. Stu- j 


dies are mode to be certain (hoy do j 
not have syphilis and that the lilood ! 
is in a satisfactory state for trans- 
fusion. 


A standard price has been set in 


New York of about $35 a pint. After 
giving blood the donor must remain 
off the active lisCAfor u period of one 
week for every fifth of a pint, of blood 
that he gives. Through co-opertitiun 
of the Red Cross and of many news- 
papers in various communities blood 
donor bureaus are now being set up 
in many cities and towns of this coun- 
try. 


Another recent advance is the es- 


tablishment of blood banks. Blood 
can be kept for fairly long periods of 
time under suitable conditions. 
Ar- 


rangements are made tu keep on hand 
a sufficinet supply of blood of different 
types so that it will be available for 
use when needed.

WASHINGTON — If hUtory is any 


gauge, there are three big barriers 
td American 
neutrality 
in another 


great war. Here they are, straight 
from experts who themselves pro- 
fess no bias: 


1. Our ve?y efforts to maintain neu- 


trality dragged us into the World War 
«hd the war of 1812, our only two 
struggles with European nations since 
It76. 


2. The profits o ftrade in wartime are 


important to American capital, es- 
pecialll when 10,000,000 o! our citizens 
arc unemployed, and it's not natural 
to abandon our stake in world trade 
at n time when the financial going is 
test. 


3. Americans wear their hearts on 


their sleeves, and will find it dif- 
ficult, as they have in the recent 
past, to stand by unmoved when mod- 
ern bombers rain death on old-world 
cities. 


From the early days of the republic 


we have stodd upon the principle of 
the freedom of the seas, and tried 
to maintain a traditional air of neutra- 
lity. It's a good trick, if you can do 
it, but we haven't always been able 
to da it. 


Looking for Profits 


Take the war of 1812 against the 


British—in which we really were tak- 
ing sdes with Napoleon and France 
against the rest of Europe. 
- Long before that war started, our 
President Thomas Jefferson, had de- 
veloped some pretty forthright ideas 
about European wars. When the Bri- 
tish and the French started fighting, 
he wrote to his old friend. Alexander 
Ponafd: 
, "Since the war is decreed by fate, 
we have only to pray that the soldiers 


*• eat a great deal." 


That was one way of saying that 


he hoped American trade would pro- 
fit from Europe's bad fortune. And 
he, with the traditionally 
neutral 


European states, insisted on the rights 
of neutrals to carry on their ocean- 
borne business. 


Here's the way.modern-day Philip
